COUNTRY PRODUCE TAKEN IN EXCHANGE. 


Goods Delivered to Ail Parts of the City Free of Charge. 


Though Dr. Bodice, the United States 


eonsn! to Aiuoy, China, has started back 
to his post after his loave of absence, 
yet through the delays incident to the 
shipping of goods from such far off 
lands and in getting them through the 
custom house, some of his most inter- 
esting and valuable relics arrived only 
a few days ago. 


la his room at the Bellerne a reporter 


found the genial consul resting content- 
edly after hia breakfast, as his eye roved 
contemplatively over a number of the 
most deadly and awful weapons ever 
conceived or executed by man. When 
asked about these curiously ugly swords 
the doctor said: 


"I was asked to execute a commission 


for the Rer. Dr. O. M, Shepherd, the 
distinguished Nebraska divine, a gentle- 
man, who though a man of peace, has 
one of the finest, if not the very best, 
Collections of swords and other weapons 
in the world. This led to my examining 
several hundred rare and curious weap- 
ons sent me for inspection and approval, 
and these are ?» few pf those J sejecteii 
Sfo two are alike, and not one but what 
displays rare skill and inventive power 
on the part of the Chinese swordsmith. 


"The handsomest of all is a general's 


saber, about t% feet long, slightly Jap- 
anese in style, with an edge ljk.e a razor 
and a point that would extort admira- 
tion from Colonel Jack Chin, of LotuV 
ville. Unlike our own, the thickest part 
pf the blade is the center. This gives 
great weight to the weapon, joined to 
;he appearance of extreme lightness. 
The scabbard is made of hard, tough 
vood, locqrfered to represent black iron 
nprwsted with mother-of-pearl. 
The 


Wit ts of black iron, molded in the form 
>f a full blown rose, the petals of which 
have been drilled with small holes and 
hese filled with bright brass bars. 


"The most curious of the lot to my 


ye is the so called warrior's two bladed 
word frqnj J5o-n»n. It is only about 
;wo feet long and in the scabbard looks 


like the sword bayonet of our own 


army, The scabbard is plain but very 
leat and covered with white shagreen 
* sharkskin and trimmed with brasa 
mountings. 
When you draw it the 


ilado divides into two, each a facsimile 
jf the other, double edged and spear 
pointed. The twin blades have a re- 
markable decoration made by drilling 
even holes about an inch and a haW 
and put in a zigzag line from hilt to 
oint. These are filled with pure cop- 
per, which is ground down to form a 
mooth surface flush with the steel and 
polished to brightness. 


"These seven stars, as they are called, 


are found in nearly all the mar/tiaj 
weapons of Ho-nan and are relics of the 
old astrologic faith that still prevails in 
many parts of China. Its hold is so 
strong that if the copper falls out of one 
of the sword holes it is accepted as a 
sure precursor of death, and the Jockos 
wielder of the blade usually commits 
suicide to escape further trouble. 


"The short stabbing daggers which 


find favor chiefly with pirates and revo- 
lutionists, form a strong contrast with 
the weapons described. They are gen. 
erally so ugly that they would be ludi- 
crous were it not for the purposes to 
whicb they are applied. 
I have one 


which looks like a queerly made ace oi 
pades fastened into a wire bound han- 
!le. To increase the artistic effect of 
the weapon, the armorer has hollowed 
out a shallow, spoon shaped concavity 
on either side of the blade and filled H 
inNyrtth blood j>ed lacqnpr, tbe effect pf 
which when suddenly drawn from o 
black sheath Is very startling. Spades 
are not the only suit in the pack that is 
popular in the Mongolian mind. I h.aye 
another weapon whose blade is a perfect 
ace of diamonds. 


'Still another dagger Is about the 


clumsiest affair of the kind I ever han- 
dled. The blade is a foot long, about 
three inches wide and half an jnofc 
thick. With its heavy brass hilt and 
gigantic guard it weighs over three 
pounds. If set with a long handle it 
could be used as an ax. It is used chief- 
ly by the Black Flags and other Celes- 
;ial outlaws, who, in addition to using 
.t in the ordinary manner, throw it with 
fatal precision. 


"The ex-resident of Tonquin told me 


;hat during the late war he had known 
instances in which the knives were 
thrown with such force that they would 
jo through a man's body and show two 
nches of bloody steel beyond his back. 
The handles of many of these instru- 
ments of death are finish^ with what 
we call pistol grips. 


"The most dreadful looking weapon 


>f all was the executioner's sword used 
)y the late headsman of Amoy. It is of 
ftanchurian type, being long, almost 
traight, very heavy and keenly edged. 
It is used with one hand and is shaped 
and wound so aa to give the executione;- 
a powerfu) hold upon his weapon. Upon 
;he blade near the hilt are Chinese char- 
acters recording the tragic events in 
which it has taken active part. My in- 
wpreter told me that they record no 
ess than 103 human lives which it has 
taken out of this world. This record, 
enhances its value. A new sword of 
he same kind could be bought for ten 
or twelve dollars, but for this sword 
with its ghastly history the thrifty 
>roker wanted $800 pagh., 


"He evidently thought, although it 


jame high, t must have jt, and accord- 
ngly raised the ante. He was a very 
leartbroken creature when I returned it 
with the editorial line ec familiar to tbe 
pring poet, 'Declined with thanks.' A 
word of caution aa to these oriental 
words and daggers. Very many of them 
re poisoned, BO that a mere scratch will 
cause death. The venom IB produced by 
teeping the blade In decayed human 
>lood, and is one of the deadliest known 
:o physiological science."—Philadelphia

Extirpating Tattoo Marks. 


The method proposed by M. Variot, a 


French authority, for extirpating tattoo 
marks has been widely described and 
approved, tha initial proceeding being 
simply to wash the part with a concen 
trated solution of tannie acid, then 
closely puncturing it with a set of uee 
dies, such as tuttooers use; following 
chis, a crayon of nitrate of silver is 
thoroughly rubbed over the area, and 
after a moment the skin is dried off, at 
which Ktago it is found that the punc 
tnrea have become deeply blackened by 
the formation of the tannate of silver in 
the superficial layers of the skin. 


The cauterization is said to result in 


jn inflammatory reaction for a couple 
of days, and subsequently in the forma 
tion of a crust of thin eschar, which sep- 
arates spontaneously in from fourteen 
to eighteen days, leaving beneath it a 
superficial red cicatiix, which gradually 
loses its color, and at the end of a few 
months is scarely perceptible. Only a 
small area is to be treated at one time 
and powdered tannin is the simple* 
dressing to be employed.—New York 
Tribune. 


An Accomplished Cobbler. 


"I believe the finest shoemaker in the 


world is the one employed by the gov

has been there time out of mind, is old 
and bent and gray, but the shoes he still 
makes for the cadets haven't their equal 
in shape and durability.

TOWN ORDINANCE NO. 14. 


An Ordinance to Prevent the Erection 


or Maintenance of Barbed Wire Fenc- 
ing in the Town of Reno. 


rpHE BOABD C'F COUNTS COMMISSIONERS 
JL 
of Washoe < ounty, Nevada, by virtue of the 


power and authority in them vested by the law* of 
the State of Nevada, do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 


or persons to erect or maintain any barbed wire 
fence or fencing of any kind 01 for any purpose 
whatever within the limits of the town of Heno. 


SEC 2. Any barbed wire fence or fencing of 


any kind now existing or which may be hereafter 
erected within the corporate .limits of the town of 
Re.to shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SEC 3. Any person or persona who shall here- 
after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence or 
fencing of any kind or for any purpose or shall use 
barbed wire in connection with any other material 
whatever for fencing purposes within the corpor- 
ate limits of the town of Reno shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof before any Court of competent jurisdiction 
shall b. fined in any sum not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars or be Imprisoned In the City and Conntj Jail 
not rxceedlng twenty-five days, or may be pun- 
ished by both such fine and imprisonment. And 
it shall be the du'y of the Judge or Justice before 
whom the case may be tried, in case of conviction, 
to enter an order directing the Chief of Police or 
other peace officer of said town to forthwith re- 
move such nuisance.
